4.—Janitors 
in Hannibal public schools are paid 
more than teachers, according to a 
report made last night at a meet­ 
ing of 150 local instructors, who 
adopted a resolution for a $1,000 
minimum wage scale for the school 
year. 
Between 25 and 35 per cent 
of the teachers employed in the last 
two years here have resigned be­ 
cause of low wages. The minimum 
salary now is $60 per month, or 
$540 for the term. At least half of 
the teachers expect to resign at the 
close of the present school year, 
unless a substantial increase 
is 
given them.

excellency. 
I therefore send it hack herewith. 
I 
made it known to my government I cannot remain 
in office and shall leave Paris by the next train.”

tlett. The clerk knowing that Bar­ 
nett was legalliy incompetent, re­ 
fused to grant the license. 
They 
then went to Holdenville but an In­ 
dian who knew Barnett telephoned 
to his guardian at Henryetta. The 
guardian stopped the issuing of a 
license at Holdenville. Government 
agents found the woman and the In­ 
dian and brought them back to 
Henryetta. 
Under cross-examination of offic­ 
ers the woman said siie lived in 
Oklahoma City. 
She would tell 
nothing more about herself. She is 
described as being middle aged. 
She was released tonight and will 
not he prosecuted, it was said. 
Barnett was taken to his home 
and put to bed and a guard placed 
about his house. The Indian is Hie 
owner of one of the richest pieces 
of oil land in the Cushing pool and 
lias nearly $2,000,000 to his credit 
in the Indian office here.

life of Bisbee, Douglas and Warren 
on indictments charging conspiracy 
to deprive a citizen of his rights 
in violation of the penal code.

The great importance of the Kan­ 
sas City conferences, which is for 
a free and full discussion of church 
problems in the light of religious 
surveys presented by the Inter­ 
church Movement and of the appar­ 
ent needs of the present, is the rea­ 
son for the intensive preparation 
for the gathering. 
It is expected 
that the pastors of nearly every de­ 
nomination of the Protesant faith 
in Missouri will be present. 
The Interchurch 
World 
Move­ 
ment will pay the traveling and 
sleeping car expenses of each visit­ 
or to the conference, and reason 
able hotel rates will be provided. 
This being the first time in the 
history of the state when the pas­ 
tors of all 
denominations 
have 
come together in one conference, 
forgetting denominations in their 
intense desire to have the church 
of the present and future meet the 
needs of the world, a record break­ 
ing attendance is expected. 
Delegates Adopt Plan. 
Philadelphia, Pa., Feb. 6.—A plan 
for organic 
union 
of Protestant 
churches in America was adopted 
here yesterday by delegates repre­ 
senting approximately thirty de­ 
nominations afer three days’ dis­ 
cussion, and the new movement 
will be under the guidance of the 
American council on Organic Un­ 
ion of the Churches of Christ, a 
name officially selected by the dele­ 
gates. The plan was drawn by Hen­ 
ry W. Jessup, New York, represent­ 
ing the Presbyterian church in the 
United States. 
Dr. William Henry Roberts, stat­ 
ed clerk of the Presbyterian Gener­ 
al Assembly and chairman of the 
interim committee which consider­ 
ed the plan, was unanimously chos­ 
en president of the council. 
The plan was adopted with one 
dissenting vote, Dr. William Mc- 
K i n ii in, 
Cincinnati, 
Presbyterian, 
objecting to the substitution of the 
words 
“Christian 
Church" 
for 
“Evangelical Church'' in the pre­ 
amble. 
The plan provides that Christian 
churches having the same faith in 
Christ shall associate themselves 
in a body known as “the United 
Churches of Christ in America.’' for 
the furtherance of the redemptive 
work of Christ in the world.

with each 
church retaining its creedal state­ 
ments. its form of worship and 
form of government.
